That he is an engineer and elec­ 
trician and has had twelve years ex­ 
perience as such, and that he has run 
the electric light plant of the town of 
Berkeley for more than one year and 
knows the condition the plant was in 
at the time the Berkeley 
Electric 
Light Company took charge of it and 
knows its present condition. 
The 
engine in use is only 90 horse power. 
It requires 64 horse power to run the 
arc lights now in use up to the re 
quired cancfle power, and it requires 
60 horse power to run the incandes­ 
cent lights now in use, which over­ 
loads the engine and boiler, and all 
engineers know that boilers and en­ 
gines that are overloaned are soon 
worn out. 


During the past four or five months 
it has been the order of the manager 
of the said Electric Light Company 
to cut off power from the arc lights, 
and give power to the incandescent 
lights thus 
lessening 
the 
candle 
power of the arc lights. 


The boiler, belonging to the town, 
from overwork is now in a strained 
and 
leaky condition, as 
only 80 
pouuds pressure is allowed on said 
boiler, but in order to do the work 
it has been necessary to run up to 
95 pounds pressure.
